Emergency Power 


Is an Old Story 


Delegating 
Authority to 


President Began Early 


in the U. S. A. 


By PUESTON G ROVER 


WASHINGTON — The other day we 


were discussing the emergency and 
other powers in the hands of the 
President. Most of the ones we men- 
tioned bad been granted in recent 
years. 
Below arc others .showing 


that congress began putting power 
into the hands of the 
President 


long way back. 


The senate has asked the attorney 


general to compile a list of presidents! 
powers. Some senators are afraid the 
President has too many. Cagily they 
are seeking to trim out some of the 
increased powers which the pending 
neutrality bill would give to him. Pri 
vatcly some members express fear of *. 
war not so much because of what 
would happen on the battlcfront, bul 
what they suspect might happen here 
at home because of the supposcdlj 
dictatorial powers of the chief ex 
ccutivc during emergencies. 


As the list here will disclose, many I 


of the powers have resided with the j 
President since long before the lime 
of President Roosevelt. In spite of 
them democracy has survived. Never- 
theless, say the worried senators, a 
President who wanted to exercise 
(hem could be virtually a dictator 
even in peace time. Others who scoff 
at such fears say it would be a hardy 
soul 
indeed who tried to abolish 


the presidential elections which might 
oust him.

Boiled down, what it symbolizes is— 
do we take sides, or don't we? 


The one driving force behind the 


effort to remove the arms embargo is 
a conviction that this country can- 
not afford to stand by and see Hitler 
•win. 


Is Administration N'ciitrqJ? 


That conviction rests on the be- 


lief that the world just won't be 
big enough, in the long run. to 
hold both democracy and the totalar- 
ian idea. Because of that'belief, Oils 
administration is not DOW neutral. 


It wants to help England and France 


and that is why it wants the arms 
embargo lifted. And since the actual, 
concrete effect of lifting the embargo 
is less important than its symbolic 
effect, the administration—in the Pitt- 
man revisions to the Bloom bill—is 
willing to consent to practically any 
stiffening of the present law if only 
the embargo clause can be lifted. 


It ought to be added that the re- 


visionists are entirely sincere in say- 
ing that they do not believe that 
lifting the embargo will lead to war. 
There is no need to doubt that the 
administration means what it says 
when it announces that it proposes to 
keep the country at peace. 
But It is equally true that the rea- 


son for trying to get the embargo lift- 
ed is a desire to exert America's 
influence against Hitler. The admini- 
stration wants to see Hitler beaten. 
That is the basic fact that underlie.! 
all of the talk about "true neutrality,*- 
and the like. 


On the other hand, there are the is- 


olationists. 


Like the administration, they are 


centering all of their attention on 
the arms embargo itself. The 
fact 


that the Pittman revisions give them 
practically everything but the embargo 
leaves them slid. For the conviction 
which holds them together is the 
conviction that the one 
important 


thing for America is to stay at peace 
—that the calamity of going to war is 
so much greater than the calamity of a 
Hitler victory that the latter ought 
to be risked rather than the former.

modins containing gold or sulfur. 


Many doctors bcleve the effect of 


treatment on the mnd s one of the 


largest and most important factors in 
the cure of cases of arthrtis or rheum- 
atism. Physicians have injected ordi- 
nary s,alt solution in patients instead 
of the vaccine and, in some instances, 
have found the results were just about 
as^'oorl as with the vaccines. 


One group of physicians substitut- 


ed salt solution for the vaccine in a 
group^of 20 cases of atrophic arthritis 
and 15 cases of hypertrophic arthritis. 
All (jf the patients who had been res- 
ponding 
favorably 
to the vaccines 


were changed over to the salt solution 
and continued to improve. 


Another group of patients was giv- 


en just, the injections of salt solution 
without having been given the vac- 
cines. They did just about as well as 
those given the vaccines. 


Doctors know that the injection of

'With this lamp,", he asserted, it

The "flood control" lamp is one of 


a number of developments in the ele- 
ctrical and illumination field Dr. Tho- 
mas will demonstrate in u nation- 
wide tour. A research engineer for 
the Weslinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing company, he will lecture be- 
fore engineering associations. 


Brightest Thing on Earth' 


Another of his gadgets is a finger-

from within. They organized a Com- 
munist party in Finland, filtered into 
trade unions, the army. In 1929. young 
Communists, staging a demonstration 
at Lapau,. were scattered after hand- 
to-hand combat with an organized 
group of neighborhood vigilntes. 


This outburst of defiance by the 


Finns spread into the 'Lapua move- 
ment," an association of local anti-Red 
clubs. Lapauns hooted 
Communist 


leaders out of the country, finally 
awakened 
the government to the 


necessity of passing strict measures 
against Russian agitators. 


Thus did Finland maintain her in- 


dependence. She is determined to keep 
it and to remain neutral in the cur- 
rent, conflict. But Russia has already 
taken a long step toward complete 
mastreship of the 
Baltic. Further 


progress along this line will open the 
way for Russian dominantion of Fin- 
land again. 


Germany, however, is the real vil- 


lain of the piece to the Finns. Whil? 
the Nazis hated the Reds. Finland 
relied on Germany to offset Soviet 
pressure. It granted Hitler privileges 
so the strategic islands reportedly 
sought by Russia. Now Germany seems 
to he willing to give Russia complete 
control of the Baltic as far west as 
East Prussia.
